CanaBe Sold With Impunity 
Next Sunday. 


Judge Noonan Discharges Joseph. 


Schnaider- This Morning. 


The Decision Received With 


Cheers and Hand-Clap- 
ping in the:Oourt. 


The Sunday Law Knocked Intosa Cocked 
Hat So Far As Closing the Saloons Is 
Concerned—The State Has No Appeal, 
Either, So Thatthe Decision Is Final for 
All Purposes—Full Text of the Decision— 
The Question of Sunday Base Ball and 
Theaters Now Being Agitated—Judge 
Noonaa Thinks Amusement a Necessity, 
Evenon Sunday,and Scores the Police 
Board and Gov. Marmaduke in a Spicy 
Interview—Special Meeting of the Police 
Board This Afternoon— What Mayor 
Francis and Commissioner Gaiennie Say 
—Chief of Police Huebler NotSuarprised— 
The Subject in Full. 


The crowd which assembled in‘the Court of 
Criminal Correction this mbdrning to hear 
Judge Noonan deliver his decision on the Sun- 
day law was not nearly so large as gathered 
there during the trial of the case. The space 
inside the bar was again well filled, but not as 
t was atthe trial of Joseph Schnaider the 
other day. There was not the same numberof 
brewers or clergymen as on Wednesday, Rev. 
Dr. Lewis being the only minister present, 
while there was not asingle brewer on hand, 
Mr. Schnaider himself being conspicuously ab- 
sent. Joseph G. Lodge and J. C. McGinnis, 
both attorneys for the defense, were on hand, 
while none of the State’s attorneys except 
Prosecuting-Attorney Claiborne were in court. 
Tony Niederwieser, former lessee of Schnai- 
der’s Garden, was the only prominent saloon- 
keeper present, andthe other most notable 
men inside the bar were Judge Scott, Charles 
Broadhead, Delegates Stone and Morrissey, 
Tom Morris, Ben Clark, Talty, Eccles, Frank 
Merryman and Secretary Frank Tate of-the 
Police Board. 

After the Prosecuting Attorney had dis- 
missed several routine cases and continued a 
number of others, he stated that he had no 
more announcements. Deputy-Sheriff Shee- 
han then called the case of the State vs. 


Joseph M. Schnaider. 

„Here, sir,“ responded Senator :McGinnis 
for the defendant. 

„1 have left my manuscript inside, re- 
marked the Court, and, leaving the bench, he 
retired into his private room. It was now 10:40 
o’clock, and after remaining inside ten min- 
utes he reappeared with the roll of manuscript 
in his hand. After the court-room had been 
rapped to order, his Honor immediately began 
reading his decision as follows: 

0 THE DECISION. 

The State of Missouri vs. Joseph M. 
Schnaider; charged with selling intoxicating 
liquor on Sunday. 

It is charged that the defendant, being a 


licensed dramshop-keeper, did unlawfully 
keep open his drinking saloon and sell intoxi- 
cating liquor in the City of St. Louis, on the 
26th day of June, 1887, the day being Sunday. 
The prosecution is instituted and carried on 
under section 5,456 of the revised statutes, 
as amended by the General Assembly, 
commencing January, 1883. Said section 
5,456 of the general law of the State, prohibits 
the sale of intoxicating liquor by any one hav- 
ing a license as a dramshop «keeper on Sun 
day, under nalty of a fine not lees than $50 
nor more than 00 and forfeiture of such 
license. Upon trial it was proved for the State 
that Joseph M. Schnaider, the defendant, 
was the owner and keeper of a beer-garden 
and saloon ; that he had a license from the City 
of St. Louis as a dramshop-keeper ; that he did 
sell beer, a fermented and intoxicating drink, 
in the City of St. Louis on the 26th day of June, 
1887, the same being on Sunday. (Here the 
State rested. ) 

The defendant gave in evidence city ordin- 
ance No. 4,187 entitled, Au ordinance provid- 
ing for the taking of the sense of the legal 
voters of the city of St. Louis respecting the 
opening of establishments within the city of 
St. Louis for the sale of refreshments of any 
kind (distilled liquors excepted) on any day of 
the week, passed in pursuance of the act of 
the General Assembly, entitled, ‘‘An act con- 
ferring certain powers to the citizens of St. 
Louis County, approved March 4, 187.“ which 
act provided that, Tue corporate authorities 
ofthe different cities in the County of St. 
Louis, shali have the power, whenever a 
majority of the legal voters of the respective 
cities in sgid county, authorize them so to do, 
to grant permission for the opening of any 
establishments within the corporate limits or 
said cities, for the sale of refreshments of any 
kind (distilled liquors excepted), on any day 
of the week. 

This ordinance provided that an election 
shall be held on the first Monday in April, 1888, 
in the City of St. Louis, for the purpose of en- 
abling the legal voters of the city to determine 
by vote the question whether the City of St. 
Louis should grant the permission contem- 
plated by the act aforesaid; and the Mayor 
was authorized to notify the voters of the city 
‘by prociamation of the taking of such vote, in 
the same manner as in the cases of the election 
of city officers. The defendant offered a certi- 
tied copy of the proclamation of the Mayor, 
duly issued, giving such notification. 

THE VOTE UNDER THE LAW OF 57. 

The defendant further introduced in evi- 
dence a certified copy of the vote as returned 
to the City Register, showing the vote cast at 
said election was 7,08, of which 5,051 were 
iven for refreshments and 2,034 against re- 
reshments. 

The statement of the return of the vote was 
certified to by the City Reyister as a true copy 
of the vote cast atthe said election, as the 
same is of record in my office.’’

— east for many years back, been in force 
ere. 

Most of the questions involved in this con- 
troversy have been before this court on a for- 
mer occasion in the case of the State vs. Wm. 
J. 2 and the State vs. Steller. The jude- 
ment of the Court was then in favor of the 
defendants. 

This case as now presented has been urged 
by azeal, ability, fulness of iliustration and 
knowledge on the part of those representing 
the State and the defence likewise, that has 
been very gratifying to the Court. The State 
officers inorder to maintain their first point 
rely upon the case ofthe State vs. Winkel- 
meyer, 35 Mo., 108, where it was held that the 
vote cast at the election on the first Monday of 
April, 1858, was not a majority ofthe legal 
voters of the City of st. Louis, and that no 
authority was given tothe city, to grant the 
en to sell fermented liquors on Sun- 


ay. 

Some years after the Winkelmeyer case was 
decided the same question came again before 
the Supreme Court, viz.: In the case of the 
State vs. Binder, 38 Mo., 451. Binder was 
prosecuted under the State law for keeping a 
saloon and selling beer in the City of St. 
Louis on Sunday. He invoked the law of 1857, 
and the ordinances passed under it, which 
have been introduced in this case, as ex- 
empting him from the operation of the 
State law for selling beer in the City of St. 
Louis on Sunday. 

The trial court instructed the jury who tried 
Binder as if the State law was in force in the 
city of St. Louis. He was convicted. He took 
his appeal to the Supreme Court. (Case re- 
ported 38 Mo., 451.) 

In deciding the case the Court used the fol- 
lowing language: In support of this ruling’’ 
(of the trial court) the decision in the case of 
the State vs. Winkelmeyer is relied upon. 
The evidence in that case (as ap- 
pears by the opinion delivered) of 
the returns of the election held, upon 
the question of giving authority to the city, to 
grant the permission in question, showed that 
more than ‘‘thirteen thousand voters partici- 
pated in the election,’’ and that only five 
thousand and thirty-five persons voted in 
favor of the proposition and two thousand and 
one ainstit. * * * Itwas heid that the 
vote of five thousand out of thirteen thousand 
voters was not the vote of the majority, and 
that no authority was thereby given to the city 
to grant the required permission. In the case 
of the State ex rel. Basset vs. the Mayor of 
St. Joseph, 37 Mo., 270, where an act of the 
General Assembly provided that the Mayor 
and Council of the city should cause all prop- 
ositions for creating a debt by borrowing 
money to be submitted to a vote of the quali- 
fied voters of said city, and that in all such 
cases it should require ‘‘two-thirds of the 
qualified voters to sanction the same,’’ and it 


appeared that two-thirds of all the 
voters ¥ in favor of 
the pees on—that was held be 
sufficient. We think the case made here 


comes within the reasoning and principles of 
thet decision, viz.: Thatan election of this 
kind, authorized for the very purpose of de- 
termining that question, on pubiic notice duly 

iven, was the modecontemplated by the Leg- 
slature as well as by the law for ascertaining 
the sentiment of the legal voters upon the 
question submitted, and that there could not 
well be any other practicable way in which 
such a matter could be determined. 

And secondly and certainly, in the absence 
of any evidence to the contrary, it may be 
presumed that the voters voting atthe elec- 
tion so held were all the legal voters of the 
city; or, that those who did not see fit to vote 
(if there were. any) acquiesced in the action of 
those who did vote, and soare to be consid- 
ered as equally bound and concluded by the 
result of the election Rex vs. Foxcraft, 2 
Bun 1017, Wilcox on Corporations, 546.’’ 

The Court proceeds to decide that the laws 
of 1857, and the ordinances above mentioned 
were in force in St. Louis, that they had 
the effect of repealing the State law within the 
corporate limits so far as selling beer on 
Sunday was concerned — the conviction of 
Winklemeyer was reversed. 
We thus see that in deciding 
State vs. Binder, the Supreme Court had the 
case of State vs. Winkelmeyer squarely before 
them and reversed it. 


The case of State vs. Binder has never been 
reversed, and it is in force and binding on this 
court to-day. It has been noticed and criti- 
cised by the Supreme Court in late cases. But 
these latter have 2 upon a principle 
of decision which does not effect the Binder 
case. For instance the case of the State ex 
rel., Woodson vs. Brassfield, 67 Mo., 331, is 
cited as a late case thatis in conflict with the 
vs. Binder, but Judge Henry 
in rendering the opinion the 
Court in that case says: 80 
that the Constitution and the act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, when this election was held 
afforded a complete and perfect méans of 
ascertaining exactly how many and who were 
qualified voters in Weston Township—a cir- 
cumstance so widely distinguishing this from 
the case of Basset vs. the Mayor, etc., and the 
State vs. Binder, that they have no applica- 
tion whatever to the question involved here.’’ 
It is a noticeable fact that the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the case of County of 
Oass vs. Johnson (95 N. S., 860) has reversed 
the late cases of the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri on this question of ascertaining the vote 
of atownship, county or city, and mainly on 
the strength of the case of the State vs. Binder 
and Basset vs. the Mayor of St. 
Joseph. The State ex rel. Allen 
vs. The Mayor of the City of St. Louis is a

The way the sense of the majority of voters 
was ascertained in 1858, before any of these 
constitutional provisions were embodied in 
the Constitution, and before it became neces- 
sary to limit the power of saddling large debts 
on townships and counties, was to give the 
people a fair notice and chance to vote for any 
person or subject, and then a majority of those 
voting for such person orsubject, whether they 
actually constituted a majority ot all the legal 
voters or not, were held to be amajority of the 
egal voters of such locality:

Mr. Bishop in his work on Written Laws 
and Their Interpretations,’’ section 160, says: 
Our jurisprudence is 1 of instances in 
which two or a dozen distinct laws cover one 
question or cluster of facts, and all stand to- 
wether, parties having their election on which 
to proceed—if the “Lagisiature says that its 
statute is a revision of whole subject, and 
meant to be a repeal of all prior laws relating 
thereto, no court will hesitate to give it this 

if instead 


effect. But of saying this 
it mets enacts what is consist- 
ent with the prior law, or re-enacts 


such law, how can a Court know that this 
means what it does not say, arepeal of laws 
which may subsist with those which it estap- 
lishes? Hence, in principle, and equally on 
the better American authority and on the En- 
glish, the just doctrine is that, without excep- 
tion, astatute in affirmative terms, with no 
intimation of an intent to repeal prior laws, 
does not repeal them, unless the new and the 
old are irreconcilably im conflict. 

I cannot see that the Ordinance No. 4,869 is 
irreconcilably in confilet with ordinance No. 
5,421; on the contrary, as I have before ob- 
served, they seem to to be in harmony, 

But itis urged that the revised ordinances 
of 1866 embodied the ordinance No. 
did not contain ordinance No. 4,869, and that 
therefore it was the intention of the City Coun- 
cil to repeal ordinance No. 4,869 because the 
revised ordinances of 1866, section 4, page 
291, provide that all ordinances and resolutions 
of a general public and permanent nature not 
revised atthe present session of the Council, 
and notrepealed by or repugnant to some 
ordinance passed at the present session of the 
Council, shall be and they are hereby contin- 
ued in full force and effect. 

It appears to me that this provision of the 
revised ordinances of 1866, instead of showing 
an intention on the part of the Ny Council to 
repeal ordinance 4,868, shows an intention to 
continue in force such ordinances not em- 
braced in the revision. The ordinance No. 
4,869 contained matter of a general and perma- 
nent nature, not revised in the ordinances of 
1866, and not being repugnant to or repealed 
by any ordinance passed at the session of 
1866, was continued in full foree and effect. 
For it does not follow that because ordi- 
nance No. 5,421 was rey in the revision 
of 1866, that ordinance No. 4,89 was not; 
that the latter ordinance repeaied. It 16 
frequently the case that Nre ces 
which are very numerous, many a of 
a permanent and general nature are left out. 
and such a clause as section 4, above noticed, 
is found In all revised ordinances, for the very 
purpose of continuing in force ordinances 
which for any reason are not embodied in the 
revision. Thefactthatthey aie not in the re- 
vision is no evidence that such ordinances 
have been repealed. 

The charters of the City of St. Louis, of re- 
cent years, require that ordinances be re- 
pealed inexpress terms. And ordinance No. 
5,421 was so repealed by section 4, chapter 23, 
page 525 of the revised ordinances of 1871. But 
ordinance No. 4,869 has not been so expressly, 
neither can I find that it has been repealed by 
implication. 

In this conclusion Iam sustained by the au- 
thorities of the City of St. Louis, whose duties 
require them to enforce the laws, and by their 
advisers; by the authority of the Supreme 
Court of this State, since 1866, and by the in- 
terpretation put upon the law of 1857 by the 
last General Assembly when they acknowl- 
edged it was in force up to last winter, by 
their act then repealing it. 

THE LAW OF 57. 

It is my judgment that ordinance No. 4,869 
continued in force until the repeal of the act 
March 4, 1857, by the last General Assembly 
went into effect. And that said act of March 
4. 1857, and ordinances passed under it re- 
pealed the statute within the corporate limits 
of the city of St. Louis, so far as selling re- 
freshments (other than distilled liquors) was 
concerned on Sunday. 

THE REPEALING ACT. 

The General Assembly repeaied the act of 
March 4, 1857, in the following words: 

‘*‘SECTION 1. That an act entitied ‘An Act 
Conferring Certain Powers to the Citizens of St. 
Louis County,’ approved March 4, 1857, be and 
the same ts hereby repealed. Approved 
March 28, 1887.’’ 

The above is the whole of the repealing act. 
There is no word in it affirmatively enacting 
that the general law of the State be in force 
inthe Oity of St. Louis. When the General 
Assembly repealed the act of March 4, 1857, it 
must be presumed to have known there was a 
general law of the State which reads as fol- 
lows: ‘‘Where alaw repealing a former law, 
clause or provision, shall be itself repealed, 
it shall not be construed to revive such former 
law, clause or provision, unless it be other- 
wise expressly provided. [Section 3,148, Re- 
vised Statutes. 

DID NOT REVIVE THE STATE LAW. 

That the General Assembly did not expressly 
revivesthe State law, in the City of St. Louis, 
whe ey repealed the act which, with or- 
dinances under it repealed the State law in 
those limits, must be attributed to the fact, 
that it was the intention of the Legislature to 
leave the whole subject to the people of St. 
Louis, under their charter, to be regulated by

The above section 3,148, of the revised 
statutes, was construed in the case of the 
State vs. De Bar, 58 Mo,, 395. The City Coun- 


cil under power contained in the 
then charter had passed what was 
known as the Social Evil’’ ordinance. 


It was held to bein conflict with the general 
law of the State, and to repeal the general law 
within the city limits—State vs. Clark, 54 Mo., 
17. The Legislature of the State repealed the 
clause of the city charter conferring the power 
to pass a ‘‘social evil’’ ordinance, but ed to 
re-enact the State law in the city.

THERE IS NO APPEAL. 


Judge Noonan’s Decision Settles the Sunday- 
Saloon Question for the Present. 


Joseph G. Lodge, oneof the attorneys for 
the defense, was seen after the decision had 
been rendered and asked it there was any way 
for the State to appeal. 

No, there is not,“ was the reply. It is 
like any other criminal case in which the de- 
fendant is acquitted. The only way an appeal 
could be taken by the State would be if the de- 
fense had demurred to the information before 


the testimony was he There has 
been some talk about havin some 
one placed in jail for selling beer 
on Sunday, and then taking out 


a writ of habeas corpus for his release on the 
ground that the law is defective. There is 
nothing in this scheme, however. It could 
not be appealed to the Supreme Court unless 
the Court hearing it had no jurisdiction. If 
writs of habeas corpus could be taken up and 
tried in this manner the Maxwell and all other 
cases could be taken up in the same way and 
all the points involved in it passed upon by 
the State Supreme Court before the case ever 
went to trial. No, there is absolutely nothing 
in oes talk, and the State has no mode of ap- 
peal.’’

Preparatory Meeting to Invite Cleveland 
„ and See That He Comes. 


There never was more unan/mity in a meet- 
ing of a score or 80 of gentlemen than was dis- 
Played at the gathering of the Citizens’ Invita- 
tion Committee, called py Mayor Francis at 4 
o’ clock, at his office in the City Hall, yester- 
day afternoon. Atthe hour named many of the 
members of the committee were at the office 
and spent a quarter of an hour discussing 
the latest phase of the Presidential invitation. 
There was nota dissenting voice to the re- 
grets to the endorsement of the letter or to 
the proposition to send on to the President a 
more urgent invitation to come to St. Louis at 
some other date than that of the G. A. R. En- 
campment. 

When the Mayor called the meeting to order 
there were present Messrs. John G. Priest, 


John 8. Moffitt, J. W. Lambert, J. G. 
Prather, Richard M. Scruggs, John 
W. McCullagh, C. C. Rainwater, Lawrence 


Harrigan, Neison Gole, D. F. Hayden, Claude 
Kilpatrick, Geo. D. Barnard and Judge Knott. 
Later Messers. Seth W. Cobb, M. A. Wolff, 
John I. Martin, C. H. Sampson and several 
others dropped into the meeting. Letters 
were received from Messrs. D. P. Grier and 
others expressing regret at their inability to 
be present. 
MAYOR FRANCIS 
then passed over the history of the committee 
and the movementto invite the President to 
visit St. Louis, showing how the Citizeus’ 
Committee was the offspring of the Grand 
Army Committee. He said that the commit- 
tee, having reestved a definite answer to 
their supplementary invitation to the 
President, could expire, if the members 
so desired, but that he did not think their 
duties as citizens were done. He thought that 
a prompt and decisive effort should be made 
to have him visit the city at some other time. 
MR. GEO. D. BARNARD 

said that in his opinion the committee should 
continue to exist and should act at once, but 
that it should be increased so as to be made a 
more largely and thoroughly representative 
body, and then should go to Washington 
andask the President to come to St. Louis 
when there was no other guest present 
and when the reception would be for him 
alone. He sa id that he would be glad to be 
one to go again and ask him tocome in such 
terms that he could not fefuse and which 


would show him conciusiyely that the whole 
city was a unit in wanting him here. 

Mr. MeCuilagh said from the first he had 
favored asking the President to come either 
for the encampment or for Fair week,and that 
he should be asked to come when there was no 
other guest except the Veiled Prophet, and he 
new favored inviting him to come in Fair 
week. 5 

Mr. J. W. Lambert said that he remembered 
the Mayor’s address to the President, and that 
in his invitation he had extended the time 
over the fall festivities. A part of the address 
wus read showing this, and Mr. Lambert con- 
tinued, saying that the citizens of St. Louis 
would have been glad to honor the Grand 
Army by the presence of the President during 
the encampment, but that they wanted him

Myr. Priest thought the committee should re- 
main in existence, and should go again to 
Washington as the representatives of the 
wag 6 the grand army of the city, and invite 
the President to come. 

The Mayor read the invitation and showed 
that it wasa Grand Army invitation, and also 
thatthe invitation of the citizens was under- 
stood to be and was called supplementary to 
the invitation of the Grand Army. The review 
of the Grand Army was distinctly mentioned 
in it, and the letter of the President 
was a definite reply to that invitation, 
He thought that whatever action might be 
tuken should be taken by the citizens outside 
of all other considerations and irrespective of 
party. The committee should expire, but it 
might passa resolution that the President be 
invited at some other time. 

Mr. Prather was in favor of having the com- 
mittee expire, and discassing the question 
from an — new standpoint, and while 
this was oppose by a few, it met with general 
approval. It was decided that the ohair 
be instructed to wind up the oid 
committee's business by sending regrets to 
the President in reply to his letter and a 
motion to adjourn sine die prevailed. The 
new committee was then organized by the 
election of Mayor Francis Chairman and M. A. 
Fanning Secretary. 

A CITIZENS’ Mass- MEETING. 

On a motion of Mr. Prather that a com- 
mittee of five be appointed to draw up resolu- 
tions and a form of invitation, there was a 
discussion. Maj. Rainwater suggested that in 
addition to committee that the 
oflicers of all commercial organiza- 
tions be requestéd to sign the invitation 
in order that it might be as popular as possi- 
bie. Mr. Priest thought this would de too 
slow and that the committee should go ahead 
and attend tothe business at once, as there 
was no doubt of the sentiment of the citizens.

The Committee on Railroads in the Couneil 
met this afternoon to consider the bill estab- 


lishing terminal loops for the street 
car lines.

the Railroad Committee drew up the bill, 
against which the only ob ion is that it will 
probably require a thi track on Fourth 
street. The Object to ke sccomplished is te do 
away with the turn tables and blind terminals, 
with which the cars now turn and switch, 
causing an obstruction on the streets at 
the places where all the room given is needed. 
By request of tho Comptroller, who proposes 
to bring the Cable Company to terms on the 
question of paying its tax, & provision special- 
ly applying to that subject has been inserted. 
The plans for torming the loops as proposed 
and the provisions aficeting the Cable road are 
as follows: 

Missouri, by a single track from Sixth street 
eustwardly on Market street to Fourth strect, 
northwardly on Fourth street to Chestnut 
street, and westwardiy on Chestnut to Sixth 
street; by a single track from Olive street on 
Sixth to Pine, thenceto Fourth street, north 
on Fourth to Olive, and west to Sixth street. 

Union Depot Railroad—A single track from 
Pine south on Sixth to Chestnut, east to 
Fourth, north to Pine street and west on Pine 
street. 

St. Louis Cable 4 Western—A single track 
from Locust south on Sixth to Olive, east to 
Fourth, north to Locust, and west on Locust 
street; provided, that witnin ten days from 
the approval of this ordinance the company 
shall pay to the Collector the sum of $25 per 
annum for each car operated by it sinee it 
commenced business on April 18, 1885, which 
amount shall be ascortained and stated by the 
City Comptroller, and within the same time 
shall file with the * Register ita written 
agreement to pay the license tax at the times 
required by the ordinance. 

Lindell Railway may enlarge the loop now 
existing at bridge square at Third street and 
Washington avenue, on a plan to be approved 
by the Street Commissioner. 

Union Ratlroad and Northern Central Rail- 
road, by a single track on * street south 
on sixth to Locust, east to Fourth, north to 
St. Charlies, west to Sixth and north by a duphi 
cate track to Morgan street and to Franklin 
avenue. 

People's Railway by a single track north to 
Franklin avenue, east to Third, north 175 feet, 
more or less, to the junction of Third, Fourth 
and Broadway, thence by a scientific turn to 
the left around the nort point of city block 
No. 137, east to Fourth street, thence south- 
wardly to Morgan street. 

South St. Louis Railway may operate a loop 
from Market north on Sixth to St. Charles, 
west to Seventh, south to Market and east to 
Sixth street. 

Cass Avenue & Fair Grounds Railway Com- 
pany, by a single track southwardly on Sev- 
enth from Walnut street to Clark avenue, east 
to Broadway, north to Elm, west to Seventh 
and north by a duplicate track to alnut 
street.

Partial! Destruction of an Oil Tank:One— 
Man Seriously Burned.

AN OFFICIAL FISH STORY. 


How a Man Was Killed by a SwordFish. 


From the Washington Star. 

A bulletin of the United States Fish 
Commission just issued gives the followin 2 
account, as described in a letter rof, 3 


The schooner Venus is a small vessel of 
about twelve tons, owned and commanded 7 
by Franklin D. Langsford of Lanesville, 

Ass., with a crew of three men, en- 
gaged in the general fisheries off athe 
coast of Massachusetts. On Monday 
morning, August 9, Capt. Langsford 
sailed from home in pursuit of swordfish. 
About 11 a. m' when eight miles northeast 
from Halibut point, in Ipswich bay, a 
fish was seen. The Captain, with one 
man, taking a dory, gave chase, and soon 
harpooned the fish, throwing over a buoy 
with a line attached to the harpoon, after 
which the fish was left and they returned 
to the vessel for dinner. About an hour 
later the Captain, with one man, again 
took his dory and went out to secure 
the fish. Picking up the buoy, Capt. 
Langsford took hold of the line, 

ulling his boat toward the sword-, 

sh, which was quite large and not badly 
wounded. The line was taut as the boat 
slowly neared the fish, which the Captain 
intended to lance and thus kill it. hen 
near the fish, but too far away to reach it 
with the lance, it quickly turned and 
rushed atand under the boat, thrusting 
its sword up through the bottom of the 
boat twenty-three inches. As the fish 
urned and rushed toward the boat the 
ine was suddenly slacked, causing the 
Captain to fall over on his back; and 
while he was in the act of rising the 
sword came piercing through the boat 
and into his body. At this time another 
swordfish was in sight near by, and the 
Captain, excited and anxious to secure 
both, raised himself up, not knowing that 
he was wounded. Seeing the sword, he 
seized it, exclaiming, ‘*We’ve got him, 
anyway!“ He lay in the bottom of the 
dory, holding fast to the sword until his 
vessel came alongside, while the fish, 
being under the boat, could not be 
seneked.

Ix appears that since the enactment of 
the interstate commerce law, United 
States judges are no longer provided 
with free passes, and one of the first fruits 
of this change is the refusal of Judge 
STEPHEN J. Fm of the United States 
Supreme Court to attach his signature to 
the contracton the back of a transpor- 
tation ticket. This is the first time a 
railroad company has learned from such 
high judicial authority that it must 
serve the public without imposing its own 
conditions. The common law protected 
the patrons of common carriers only 
where there was no contract. In the 
absence of regulating statutes the rail- 
roads easily evaded the common law rules 
by imposing their own conditions, making 
every fare ticket or bill of lading a con- 
tract. But now Judge Field has told 
them that the conditions of railroad ser- 
vice are regulated by statute, and that 
they cannot impose extra legal condi- 
tions on persons demanding service of 
them. He demanded transportation serv- 
ice, tendered the price and refused 
to sign a conditioned ticket, and 
the company’s agent prudently gave him 
an unsigned ticket. The law has abolished 
freedom of contract and substituted the 
rule of equal rights and reasonable com- 
pensation in all dealings between com- 
mon carriers and their patrens. Judge 
Frecp stood on his rights under the law, 
and in refusing to convert an ordinary 
ticket into a contract has given an inter- 
pretation of the law which the publio 
generally will not be slow to adopt.

An Extra Session. 


From the Boston Herald. 

Considering the disagreeable eonsequences 
that may come to the business interests of this 
country if a large and Increasing surplus of 
revenue is allowed to accumulate inthe Na- 
tional Treasury, it seems to us that it would 
beno more than prudent to have an extra 
session of Congress called early in the fall, to 
deal specially with revenue guestions. The 
Congress that is next to assemble will have, as 
preliminary work, to elect a Speaker of the 
Heuse of Representatives, and new commit- 
tees will then have to be appointed. For this 
reason, ifthe opening of the session be de- 
layed until the regular time in December, it 
will be well into January before the Committee 
of Ways and Means will be ready to report, 
and it is hardly necessary to say that any 
report made will be followed by weeks of de- 
bate before final action is taken. Thus, in 
the regular course of events, the surplus in 
the treasury will go on accumulating until 
March or April, even supposing that new 
tariff and internal revenue laws were made 
and were given immediate effect, which, oon- 
sidering possible derangements in business,, is 
hardly likely to be the case. The advantage 
of an extra session would consist in gaining 
two months of time, and if these two months 
eould be specially devoted to the consi dera- 
tion of revenue, to the exclusion of other sub- 
jects, the gain secured would be even greater 
in point of time. -Under any circumstances, 
the result of present conditions will be the 
accumulation in the treasury of many millions 
of dollars, to form the basis of future extrava- 
gant propositions.

HOW THE BARD WAS BEATEN. 


The Great Race at Monmouth Park on 
July 4. 

The New York Tribune thus describes the 
great race between Troubadour and The Bard 
in the Ocean Stakes, mile and a furlong: 

The day was fair as fair could be—a typical 
American holiday—the Glorious Fourth. The 
incident of the occasion was the duel between 
The Bard, that magnificent son of Longfellow, 
and the mighty Troubadour of Suburban fame, 


a cripple with but two feet. When last they 
met at the beautiful Sheepshead Bay Course 
The Bard made a sorry exhibition of his oppo- 
nent. It was no race. Yesterday at Mon- 
mouth Park, the popular summer resort of 
American race-goers, 25,000 persons stood 
upon the grand stand to see the overthrow of 
Troubadour a second time. All interest cén- 
tered in these two monarchs of the turf. 

A visit to the betting stand when the sad- 
dling beli rung showed these odds: The Bard, 
1 to F. Troubadour, 6 to 1. Five minutes later 
the figures were changed slightly—The Bard, 
1to s; Troubadour, 5tol. As the horses en- 
tered to the post still further change was 
made, the speculator going his last round see- 
ing the price against Capt. ‘‘Sam’’ Brown’s 
horse reduced toto 1. or once the betting 
ring was | a Mysterious glances were 
exchanged. Quiet hints passed from man to 
man and knowing nods gave place to 
an uncomfortable shaking of heads. 
When the na | all-pervading mur- 
mur, They're off!’’ rolied over the 
quarter-stretch like a beach-comber spread- 
ing itself upon the sandy shore, there was not 
aman who did not sharpen his eye in the di- 
rection of the start. 

Both horses looked fit. The Bard was hard 
as nails and full of spirit. Troubadour was 
like satin, the sun having drawn out the pol- 
ish from his sloping shoulders to his rump. 
Garrison resembled the hammer of a gun rest- 
ing on the cap, he stood so high in his stirrups 
and bent so low upon his horse’s neck. Hay- 
ward, confident, calm and invincible, sat well 
down in the saddle, his back erfectly 
straight and his toes resting lightly in his 
stirrups. 

When the starter’s flag fell Troubadour was 
a head before his opponent, but ina twinkling 
the horses bad changed places, Garrison 
checking his mount as Hayward urged The 
Bard to the front. Passing the stand The 
Bard was leading yh an open length. Both 
horses were under double pull, and the pace 
was dull and slow. Garrison began his 
maneuvers immediately. Instead of attempt- 
ing to drive The Bard toa hot pace he lay 
back with Troubadour, knowing well 
that Hayward wo not expose the 
son of Longfellow by opening too 
wide agap. The funereal procession advanced 
along the back-stretch in a way that caused 
many spectators to say No race. At the 
half mile The Bard led by two lengths, run- 
ning well within himself and going as if he 
might stay all day. Garrison 3 re- 
fused to advanee, and Hayward settled him 
self for an easy victory. The head of the 
stretch was reached and the positions re- 
mained unchanged. It did indeed seem a for- 
lorn hope for the cripple. 

When the horses were fairly straightened out 
in the homestretch, Garrison raised his stoop- 
ing form still higher and climbed upon his 
horse’s neck. His mouth wes at Troubadour’s 
ear when he gave the animal his head. Spec- 
tators held their breath as with mighty strides 
the cripple bore down upon the quiet beast be- 
fore him. Atthe furlong Hayward saw Trou- 
badour’s nose at his saddie-girth. It passed 
on, and in another moment the Snapper“ sat 
beside hm. Then the duel began. For ten strides 
the fighting on both sides was as desperate 
as anything ever seen on a race-course. There 
was the silence of death in the grand stand. 
Thousands of anxious eyes were turned on 
Hayward as he attempted to raily The Bard. 
The gallant colt seemed anchored to the 
ground, sofastand furious was the majestic 
sweep of Troubadour. But hearts beat in 
vain forthe son of Lonefeliow. At first the 

eople could not believe their eyes. The 
ooked again and saw Troubadour a lengt 
before his opponent. The one length 
became two, then three. The Bard 
made a final attempt to rally, but it was 
too late, and Hayward, seeing that it was all 
overfor him, pulled up. he grand stand 
thundered with applause as Garrison was 
borne past the post. : 

Before 
the public could fully realize what had hap- 
pened The Bard had disappeared, Hayward 
taking him without a moment’s delay to the 
stable.
